HAVANA CT’)— Rebel lead- 
er Fidel Castro today launch­ 
ed the first phase of his “ to­ 
tal wa r” to oust President 
Fulgencio Batista. 
Ballata received a giant of spe­ 
cial emergency powers from Con­ 
gress to rou ntet spreading strik es 
and rebel attack s on the island’s 
commu nica.tion*. The Hou se and 
Senate approved a measu re that 
now' goes to Batista for his signa­ 
tu re. It becomes law after pu bli 
cation in the official government 
gazette.

Back in the mid-19 40’s, before the Rus­ 
sians had ex ploded a nuclear bomb of their 
( wn, they were allowed by us to have an ob­ 
server at an atom bomb test in the Pacific. 
After the burst, the Soviet observer said: 
‘ Not so much.” He didn't mean it. He k new 
better and so did his bosses. They proved 
it by work ing at break neck speed, and steal­ 
ing our secrets, until they finally mastered 
the nuclear device. They don’t say “not so 
much” now that they ’re in business with 
bombs. 
— 
Once again. Russian observers have been 
invited to ' view U.S. nuclear tests, along 
with scientists of other nations. The a*m 
this time is to show w hat can be done to­ 
ward reducing the perilous radio-active fall­ 


out from such ex plosions. 
No body imagines this would suddenly 
convince every body tha t A and H bombs are 
delightful things to have around. But k nowl­ 
edge shared by all of science is a desirable 
goal. Until the output and testing of nuclear 
weapons can be effectively prohibited, there 
is advantages for all humanity in reduced 
fallout. 
And no one can k now what sound, peace­ 
ful uses of nuclear energy may emerge from 
the minds of top world scientists clustered 
at the scene of a massive test ex plosion. The 
weapons are destroy ers. But great minds 
can turn their elements into builders for 
human society .

Khrushchev’s Future 


It is plain enough that Nik ita Khrush­ 
chev has 
enlarged his power by adding the 
Soviet premiership to his already strong role 
as boss of the Russian Communist patly . It 
is still not certain that he has the inherent 
strength to climb the heights Stalin as­ 
cended. 
Russian society has conflicting elements 
—the government and managerial class, the 
party ruling cliq ue, the army , and some­ 
times the secret police. 
When Stalin took command of both the 
government and the party , as Khrushchev 
has now done, he employ ed two devices to 
mak e his iron control complete. One was a 
small, tight ruling group in the highest 
reaches of government, which was in fact 
above both government and party . The oth­ 
er was the secret police. 
Khrushchev may imagine tha t eventual­ 
ly he can do the same. But it will tak e time, 
if it can be brought off at all. For he him­ 
self helped to crush the authority of the se­ 
cret police under the late Lavrenti Beria. 
And an effective ruling group such as Stalin 
had cannot be fashioned overnight. 
Meantime, as some specialists on Russia 
see it, there is danger for Khrushchev in his 
dual role. 


He can hardly devote as much time to vi­ 
tal party affairs as he formerly did. When 
he names a second in command, as he almost 
certainly must, he may be forging a weapon 
that one day could be used against him. 
Furthermore, by moving into the govern­ 
ment realm himself, he assigns new strength 
to tha t element in its competition with the 
party for supremacy . The two have been in 
hot conflict at many levels and many places 
in recent months. 
Indeed, Khrushchev may believe that his 
blending of the two in his own person may 
possibly help to resolve some of these differ­ 
ences. But some ex pert opinion in this coun­ 
try suggests that ultimately the result may 
be the reverse. 
Both government and the party may be 
stronger—against Khrushchev. 
If this is not to happen, then Khrushchev 
must work at top speed to find the means 
of capping this new triumph, of enforcing 
his wall Stalin-sty le upon all elements of the 
Soviet structure, arid of solving enough of 
the problem now in his lap so that he can 
escape the blame tha t will attach to failure. 
As far as he has gone, he still has a 
steep way to go.

The farm ad v isers were asked to 
in clud e In their estimates n ot on ly 
losses caused by grain eaten , d am­ 
aged an d con tamin ated , hut aLso 
d r mage to build in gs, in festation of 
n on -grain stored supplies, attacks 
on poultry an d other rod en t d epra- 
d ation s. 
Sev eral of the coun ty farm lead ­ 
ers estimated losses in their coun ­ 
ties amoun t to $250,000 an n ually.
